Fivancially speaking, story writing 
seldom pays. 


In America alone, there are ard 


of a2 million men and women se- 
riously, somewhat seriously, believe 
that t have literary talent. They 
mistake self-conceit for something 
substantial, and with the help 
of flattering friends, enter the literary 
field. Most of them work for 
nothing; many of them are willing to 
pay to have their contributions pub- 
lished: nearly all of them are  alto- 
ar too prolific: they fairly swarm; 

y write upon every subject; they 


have a ition to submit 
ou thet will. bear the most 
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tackle anything with t boldness of 
ignorance; if they have never been 
in France, they write a French novel; 
if they have always lived amid the 
trees, near to nature's heart, 
plot their story within city walla, and 
write about that which they have 
moves seen, an@ therefore know noth- 
ing t. \ 
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literary periodicals receive every 
month from 500 to 5000 stories, from a 
yard to a mile jong, and other liter- 
ary, or supposed-to-be jiterary, con- 
tributions. 

When it is recalled that there are 
‘comparatively few publications paying 
high prices for stories and other 
matter, and that these periodicals can- 
not use on an average more than a 
dozen a month, it would appear that 
the supply is not far from 5000 per 
cent, ahead of the demand. 

Not one boy or man or girl or 
woman in ten thousand can write, or 
learn to write good fiction, and the 
attempt to become a litterateur almost 
always is foolish and hopeless. 

The average story te born of a de- 
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sire to earn movey or fame, or both. 
Because of the fame which a very few 
reap—the public sees the successes, 
and either does not see. or forgets the 
fallures—-the prominence given to the 
one in many thousands attracts mul- 
titudes of men and women, who more 
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cerely believe that the unde- 
germ of authorship is within 


pect both fame and f 
minimum of endeavor. 

No one jumps into authorship. 
he hasn't the natural talent, he 
at the start. and falls all along 
line of struggle. 
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If he has the right 
capacity, success is impossible with- 
out long-continued study, 
hardest kind of work. Study counts; 
time counts; without both; ability is 
worthless. Even the nature-endowed 
author-to-be must begin at the bot- 
tom, work and work 
years before he can hope for more than 
the opening of success, and any sort 
of adequate remuneration. 
Desire to write often de 
a conceited belief in one's 
The story is written. 
to the author’eé friends, who 
honestly or dishonestly, praise it. 
is then sent to a magazine or 
The editor-in-chief or any 
editor seldom sees it.’

He may 
do justice to one manuscript and in- 
justice to a dozen: he may do injus- 
tice to one and justice to a 
This system of reading. whether or 
not it works injustice to the author, 
cannot be done away with under pres-

On the average, about five 
of the manuscripts are

Our greatest authors cannot 
more than a limited amount of work 
a year, and even at the highest prices 
their annual incomes are not 
to exceed a few thousand dol- 
lars, except when a grea 
unexpected hit is made, and even then 
comparatively few 
te receive from any one book a profit 
exceeding ten or fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. A very fortunate few may ob- 
these figures, or more; 
but great authors and literary hite 
are scarce, always have been, and 
probably always will be. 

The majority of authors do not 
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and the publisher, unfortunately. if he 

man, cannot very well 
xcept to a limited 

extent. He. as a publisher, ie obi 

to publish that which will sell. 
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The atithor writes what the author 
The publisher publishes what 

he thinks the public wants. 

Writers of book 


fietion are paid a 
royalty, generally of from ten to more 
per cent. of the retall price of the beok; 
that is, the publisher 
if the publisher takes 
per cent. or more upon the retail 
ce of the book, irrespective of what 
the wholesale price may be, the whote- 
price varying from 2% to 60 per 
cent less than the retail price. 

Where the author takes the risk and 
the publisher acts as the author's agent 
the author pays all the expenses, and 
in addition gives the publisher a per- 
centage of 15 or more per cent. for his 


Comparatively few book novels bring 
more than a few hundred dollars to the 
author, and are not a source of great 
profit to the publisher. 

Where one book rune 
thousands, a hundred books hardly pass 
the second thousand mark. 

There ts no more honorable, noble 
feasion than that of 
authorship. To it, as much as to any 
other one cause, civilization owes her
